Unlimited Possibilities for trade 
Development North to 
the Arctic, 


RICH IN MINERALS AND 
FINE FOR AGRICULTURE 


Only Improved Transportation 
Facilities Are Required to 
Give This City an Excellent 
Additional Outlet, 


That there are unlimited possibill- 
{les for development of trade between 
Edmonton and: the vast district lying 
north of the city, and stretching right 
to the Arctic ocean, \was stated by. K. 
Cornwall, who returned last night from 
a three months’ trip to the north, inthe 
course of whieh he paid special atten- 
tion to trade, possibilities of the eoun- 
try through which he passed, The 
whole country. is rich in minerals, and 


admirably suited to agriculture, and, 
according to Mr. Carnwall, only im- 


proved transportation facilities are re-~ 
quired to give Edmonton a magnificent 
new outlet for trade, 

At the present time, Mr, CGornwath 
stated, Mdmonton is pot getting a fair 
share of the trade with the extreme 
North. The transportation charges far 
laying down a hundredwelght of goods 
from Edmonton at ihe mouth of the 
Mackenzie river are $16, American 
wading vessels, from Seattle and San 
Francisco, Which make the trip through 
the Behring Strails, offer rates which 
are only half those incurred on 
overland route, with the result that 
merchants using the sea route can offer 
almost 100 per cent cheaper than tie 
Edmonton merehant, 

The overland route, however, has ove 
yery devided advantage; which Will al- 
ways retain for it its importantea-as a 
trade route to the Nortli. ‘The passage 
through the Behring Straits is a dain- 
zerous one, and there is considerable 
risk of vonsigiuments’ being lost, while 
the overlahd route from Edmonton is 
practically an absolute safe one, 

Country Rich In Furs. 

The fact that the sea route is the 
cheaper, alsa proves a handicap lo Ed- 
monton merehants in bringing out the 
oroduce of the North country, as well 
as in taking goods in. ‘he Mackenzie 
river district is one of the richest 
producing regions In the world, bub 
only avery: small percentage of the 
furs, Mr, Cornwall stated, are brought 
lo Edmonton, the larger proportion of 


the catch being taken by boat lo the . 


American ports. Mr. Cornwall had no 
hesitation in saying, that given betler 
transportation facilities, the .Bdmontoy 
fur trade with the far north atone auld 
be increased {00 percent at the pre- 
sent time, 

While the trade with the North has 
doubled every .year for several seasons 
past, Mr. Gornwall stated that there 
had been no improvement whatever in 
the transportation facilities, and {lie 
primitive methods which are still in 
use“hrove a decided handicap to the 
Edmonton merchant. Right from Atha- 
basca Landing to the Artic ocean, Me. 
Cornwall added, there’ is a constant 
and continuous congestion of traffic. 

The North country is one of tre- 
mendous possibilities to the Edmonton 
merohant, according to Mr, Cornwall. 
Between the city and the Arctio ocean 
lie 2,000 miles of the finest territory 
in the world. The purchasing power of 
the dollar In the North, Mr. Cornwall 
stated, Is greater than. it has ever been 
in the past, and the volume of goods 
being taken Into the Interior has been 
doubled) The whole North country has 
a magnificent nature waterway system, 
there being at least 750,000 square 
miles of territory. tributary to the 
rivers, 

Rich In Minerals, 

Large portions of the North, Sir 
Cornwall stated, are very similar to the 
pants of the Yukon and Alaska which 
have already been explored, and whieh 
have been found to be exceedingly rich 
Mr. Oormvall: stated that 
there was no doubt that the territory

The property loss 
was about $200,000. 

The ship owners, a2 Hamburg con- 
cern, had chartered hero an oil com- 
pany to carry 450,000:tins of refined 
oil to New Zealand. The vessel was to 
Sail Tuesday. 

The steamer with 600,000 gallons of 
erude oil and benzine in her held Was 
still a flaming torch in the Buttermilk 
channel this. morning, 14 hours after 
her carso had been fired by a spark 
created by friction when two lin cases 
struck violently ast — night. The 
90,000 ton vessel had listed 15 feet to 
port at 9 o’clock and the water was 
then within a few inches of her deck. 

A batery of three fire boats sur- 
nouuded the craft and pumped water on 
her all night. 

The burning, blazing blocks of wood 
dislodged: from her steel frame floated 
down the river menacing other craft 

Nine thousand gallons of benzine had 
not been reached by the flames at 9 
o'clock and fire fighters were hopeful 


that she would Sink before this should 
explode. 
Thousands -of persons ning the 


water front were swept back by police 
reserves, and a zone extending a block 
back from the river was guarded, 
through which no spectators were’ per- 
mitted to pass. 

The Buttermilk channel lies between 
the. crowded South Brooklyn water 
front and Governor's Island, the latter 
being covered along the shore with 
army stores bs And DALraCRS barracks.

hygiene congress last night approved 
the arrangements made by the perman- 
ent bureau for holding the fifth inter- 
national congress on school hygiene at 
Brussels in 1915. 

- The amount of ‘exercise, mental and 
physical, that a growing boy or girl 
jshould have, was one of the questions 
upon which the delegates to the con- 
gress expressed divergent views yes- 
terday.. By some it was held that there 
should be more open air athletics, while 
others said a vigorous mental life’ is 
the greatest source of health and more 
to be desired than a sturdy body. with 
a sluggish mentality, 

Extreme views on this subject were 
expressed by Dr. Jos. Lee, of Boston, 
who held that the vigorous mental life 
and a good teacher composed the best 
hygiene prescription, and Dr, Stecher of 
Philadelphia, who severely arraigned 
the physical training NOW given to 
school children. 

“A few minutes of arm stretching 
and finger twitching cannot be called 
physical training’® sald Dr. Strechner. 
“We must demand at least one hour 
daily of muscular work adapted to the 
child according to age and sex.’ 

On the other side. of he question Dr. 
Lea said; 

“Better a stuffy paivoircom with 
zealous work than fresh air, muscular 
development with mental fiabbiness." 

In the section devoted to mental 
hygiene and the hygiene of the mentally 
abnormal child, Elizabeth Irwin, field 
worker of ihe committee on hygiene 
of school children, New York City, pre- 
sented a paper on the particular need 
of mental classification tn schools. This 
is a question on which many of the 
speakers of the congress have dwell 
and the opinion seems unanimous that 
immediate steps should be taken to 
secure classification so that a normal 
|chita may not be hampered by the 
mentc} defects and that the bright child 
ia find its proper level, 

Fifty percent. of death and sickness 
among children may be averted by a 
more thorough medical inspection of 
schools in the-opinion of physicians 
who spoke before the division devoted 
to this subject,

Colon, Panama, Aug, 29—Augusto 
Leguia, former president of Peru, and 
some 30 of his fellow countrymen who 
arrived here today as refugees, 
brought with them a story of terrify- 
ing conditions. in the South American 
republic. They say complete anarchy 
exists and that rape and murder are 
rife throughout the State. 

Leguia, with several of those In his 
party, shows the effects of the ordeal 
throush which they passed, being al- 
most destitute and bearing minor 
wounds. Their injuries were received 
in escaping from a prison into which 
they had been thrust by President 
Billinghurst. 

Leguia says he was attacked In his 
residence, his wife and daughter be- 
ing witnesses of the assault, and was 
hurried to jail. After some days he 
escaped. Immediately after his re- 
lease they read a general order pro- 
mulgated his expulsion from the 
army and ordering that he be shot as 
a traitor. 

The refugee Peruvians declare there 
is a big revolution brewing and that 
Bolivia is by no means likely to re- 
main passive while the trouble goes 
fomward. Peruvian troops, however, 
hold every point of importance and 
President Billinghurst is said to have 
the situation fairly well in hand. . He 
has filled tho prisons with his politi- 
cal opponents it és asserted, and threats 
hold the army commanders to their 
places, 

Leguia will spend some days here, 
inspecting the canal, and then proceed 
to several other central American re- 
publics, Later he will visit the Unit- 
ed States. Ho denied a report that he

This disastrous strike started last September, almost a year ago, and has continued 
ever since, with enormous loss to the Coast region and increasing in bitterness every day as it 
‘progressed.

vention, The loss to Canada will run into many millions of dollars.

In railroads alone Uni- 
fas ted States capital to the extent of six hundred and 
ine forty-four millions has been invested, in mines there 
i is an investment of more than three hundred mil- 
lion, in factories there is over ten millions and. in 
timber more than eight millions. So far do the 
United States interests overshadow those of any 
other country in Mexico that next to United States 
with its thousand million investment comes Britain 
iwith three hundred and twenty-one million and the 
French are a poor third with less than one hundred 
and fifty million. The mines of Mexico have turned 
out more than a thousand million dollars in gold 
and silver since the days of Cortes and six hundred 
million dollars of this has been since the opening 
of the present century, which practically means 
since the Americans went into Mexico to develop its 
mining resources. The single smelter plant of the 
Guggeniieims at Monterey is calculated to be worth 
fifty million dollars and the Phelps-Dodge plant in 
the Sonora, which produces six million | dollars’ 
worth of copper annually, is estimated to be worth 
almost as much, | 
With these enormous 
States money ‘in Mexico, to invite hostilities which 
might lead to reprisals against United States capi- 
tal would be to inyite their destruction, A hand- 
tul of Mexican guerillas with a few sacks of dyna- 
mite could wreck the workings of the big mines so 
completely that they might never be reopened, 
could wipe out the smelters over night, fire the oil 
fields and wreck the railways beyond repair. 
Besides being morally righf, the course being 
pursued by Wilson is quite evidently right from the 
point of view of expediency.

Sixtysthree’ years -ago “today the 
United States minister to Great Britain, 
Mr. Abbott Lawrence, -filed-a ‘friendly 
remonstrance” with the London’ gov- 
ernment against. the practice, in which 
the Hudson's Bay company was sald 
fo indulge, of distribuling large quan- 
tilies of Uquor every year to the Indiang 
of what !s now Western Canada, along 
the northwestern frontier of the 
United States. The ~minister~ asked 
that instructions be given to the com- 
pany to put a stop tothe practice, The 
colonial seoretary, on referring the 
matter to the company, was met with 
a flat dental that such an abuse ex- 
isted. ‘This denial was communicated 
by Lord Palmerston to Minister Law- 
rence. ‘There the matter appears to 
have dropped, except that.in 4864 the 
‘council of the department ef Rupert's 
Land passed an order to discontinue 
the ‘issuing of spirits at. Moose depot, 
whether to Indians or to the com- 
pany's servants or white strangers. An 
agreement was also made wilh the Rus- 
slan American company proh{biting the 
use of spirituous liquors on the North- 
western coast. One of the chief argu- 
meuts for the continuance of the Hud- 
son's Bay company's monopoly was 
that the settlement of the country, or 
the admission of competing traders, 
would necessarily Involve, the Introduc- 
tion of liquor in such destructive quan- 
lilies that the entire Indian race. would 
soon disappear, On this high moral 
ground the company ions maintained a 
highly profitable monopoly. “There [3 
probably some truth in this,’ wrote an 
American investigator in’ 1655, “for the 
wompany have taken steps to discour- 
age the use of spirits;among the In- 
dians, though it is an exaggeration to 
represent them as excluding spirituous 
liquors altogether ‘from the territory.” 
At this time it was also urged ‘that the 
soil of the prairies was “incapable of 
producing grain.”

TODAY WE CELEBRATE 


ANNIVERSARY OF MORMON 
POLYGAMY “REVELATION” 


Today is an important anniversary in 
the history. of Mormonism, for ft was 
on August 29, 1852, that the doctrine 
of polygamy was openly acknowledged 
as a tenet/of the church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints. Brigham Young, 
‘then president of the church, declared 
on that date that the doctrine of plur- 
ality of wives had been revealed to him 
by God. He pointed out that most of 
the heroic figures of Old Testament 
days, the men ‘after God's own Heart,” 
had been polygamists. Brigham Young 
died exactly twenty-five years after his 
“divine — revelation,” on August 29, 
1877, and he-had_ practiced what he 
preached so effectively that 17 widows, 
28 daughters arid 16 sons were left to 
mourn his passing. 

Joseph Smith, fhe founder of Mor- 
monism, began privately to preach and 
practice the doctrine’ of plurality of 
wives: as. early as 4838, when the 
chureh had its headquarters. in Mis- 
souri, ({t-of<this-and-other 
practices. the Mormons were driven 
from “Missouri and. settled in Illinois. 
Smith had a Jawful wife to whom he 
had been married for several years, and 
she quile naturally became Jealous of 
her husband's. attentions to his “spiri- 
tual wives." It. was probably to pla- 
cate, the lady that Smith in 1843 re- 
ceived a revelation. from heaven au- 
thorizing men to have more than one 
wife cach. This revelation, however, 
was for home use, and the '‘Apostles” 
strenuously denied that polygamy. was 
practiced ‘by Mormons. Nauvoo, -the 
Illinois headquarters of the church, 
was scandalized and Smith was de- 
nounced as @ corruptor of virtue. Six- 
teen women made. affidavits, © which 
were Widely published, (hat Smith had 
tried to persuade them. to - become 
“spiritual wives.’ In: 4844 the popu- 
lar. excitement-became so great that a 
mob attacked the jailcin which: Joseph 
Smith and his brother Hyrum had been 
lodged, and the two men were shot and 
killed, 

With the death of Smith, Brigham 
Young became the leader of the ‘sect. 
At the head of a chosen band of the 
failhful he crossed the Rockies to spy 
out a “Zion” ofan everlasting habila- 


tion.” Salt Lake City was chosen 
as the capital of the promised — land, 


which they called Deseret. ‘the land of 
the honey-bee.” For years the leaders 
of the chureh had denied polygamous 
teachings or practices, but in Salt Lake 
they considered themselves ‘safe from 
“persecutions” and on August 29, 1852, 
Young boldly. proclaimed the doctrine, 
and defended it on the authority of 
Smith's revelation of £843. 

Ten years later the United States 
Congress passed an aet— prohibiting 
polygamy in the territories. The Mor- 
mons denied its constitulionality, and 
carried on the fight so effectively that 
it was not until {879 thatthe Supreme 
Court declared the act valid. PInral 
marriages continued and in 1882) the 
Edmunds act was passed, providing 
penallies for those guilty of polygamy 
and making them ineligible to vote or 
hold office. This act was noteffective 
and in 1887 Congress passed the Ed- 
mund-Tucker act, under which more 
than’a thousand Mormdéns; © including 
many leaders, were fined and imprison- 
ed. The Supreme Court upheld this 
acty and in’ 1890, President Wilfred 
Woodruff issued amanifesto In which 
he solemnly denied that the church 
was then practicing polygamy. — Since 
then polygamy has been officlally un- 
der tthe ban of the chureh, although 
in 1898 Brigham H. Roberts was de- 
nied a seat in Congress on the groune 
that he was still living in polygamous 
relations.

DUKE OF SUTHERLAND, 26 TODAY, 
BRITAIN'S LARGEST LAND OWNER. 

The young Duke of Sutherland, who 
recently agceded to the title and es- 
lates on the death of the fourth duke, 
will pass his 25th milestone today, 
having been born on August 29, 1888, 
He is ithe largest land owner In Greal 
Bnltain, having more than 4,250,000 
acres, the bulk of the acreage being 
In Sutherlandshire. Dunrobin Castle, 
where the Duke rules the Highlands 
like a king, {s the centre of an estate 
of 1,166,000 acres, which became the 
property of the Duke's ancestors as a 
result of the rebellion of the Bari of 
Caithness. Marriage alliances added 
to the*estate which has now come into 
the hands of the youthful fifth duke. 
Stafford House, in London, the famous 
mansion of the Sutherlands in St. 
James’, was sold by the late Duke to 
Sir William Lever} the soap manufac- 
turer, who presented it to tthe nation. 
Trentham Hah at Stoke-on-Trent, an- 
other ancestor castle, has. been dis- 
mantled because the proximity of the 
potteries made it unsuttable for a resi- 
dence, 

The new Duke married Lady Bileen 
Butler, daugtter of ‘the Barl of Lanes- 
borough, last year, and the honeymoon 
was spent in shooting big game in 
British Bast Africa. The Duke's moth- 
er, now the Dowager Ductiess, is still 
beautiful and youthful in appearance. 
She has long been noted for her socio- 
logical activities and is even sald to 
be in sympathy ‘with socialism. Her 
half-sister, Lady Wamwick, is an out- 
spoken disciple of Karl Marx. 

The title of Duke of Sutherland 
dates from 1833, but the peerage gocs 
back to the early 48th century, when 
the Earl of Sutherland was created by 
Alexander II. of Scotland. In 1620 an 
English: baronnelcy was conferred on 
the Scotch Darl, anid the title of Baron 
Gower was created in 1703. In 1746 
the holder of the title was made Earl 
Gower and Viscount Trentham, and 40 
years later the title of Marquis of 
Stafford, by which name the present 
Duke was known prior to his acces- 
sion to the dukedom, was created. 

In addition to his British estates and 


seats, the Duke has inherited a Cana-- 


dian estate, tocated at Brooks, !n Al- 
berta. The date Duke was an enthusl- 
ast on western Canada, und his faith 
in the’country has been fully justified 
by the remarkable development of the 
fast .few years.

Dr. Sebastian Gebhard Mossmer, Ro- 
man’ Catholic archbishop of Milwaukee, 
whose. denunciations of woman suf- 
frage have been widely commented on;

HOYLE. 

The first systematizer of the laws of 
whist and other card games was, Edmund 
Hoyle, who died at Cavendish square, 
London, 144 years ago today..

1S WONDERFUL 
ARCHITECTURE 


Description of the New Palace 
of Peace at The Hague 
Opened Thursday, ~ 


BUILDING OF UNUSUAL 
APPEARANCE IN EUROPE 


Deslened by Brussels Man and 
Material Gathered from All 
the Countrles In the World, 


The Hague, Aug. 80—TDhe Palace 
of Peace, which ‘was dedicated with 
impressive ceremonies on Thursday, is 
the gift of Andrew Carnegie, who in 
1903 placed at the disposal of the 
Dutch government the sum of $1,500,- 
000 for the purpose, as expressed fn 
his offer, ‘of erecting and maintain- 
ing at The Hague a court house and 
brary for the Permanent Court of 
Arbitration established by the ‘treaty 
of the 29th of July, 1899." 

To -proyide a site for. this, the first 
structure ever erected for such a pur- 
pose, the Dutch government’. appro- 
priated $275,000, he site selected 
is in a section of wooded and hilly park 
stretching from The Hague to Sche- 
veningen, and the cornerstone was laid 
July'30, 1907. 

A world-wide competition ifor plans 
and designs for the Peace Palace was 
establshed,- and. the first prize was 
awarded to M. Cordonniere, a Brussels 
architect. The bullding as completed, 
however, does: not ‘represent the 
original ‘plans, the Carnegie commit- 
tee having reserved the right to 
modrfy all designs... With Mr. Cor- 
donnler’s plans for a foundation, Mr, 
van de Steur was appointed to carry 
out the modified design, and remained 
in direct control of this work until the 
completion: of the bullding. 

Pecullar Architecture. ’ 

The Palace of Peace as completed 
does not-represent any precise style 
of architecture, but ¢t 4s regarded by 
architeots as one of the most impres- 
sive of modern buildings to be seen in 
Europe. Rectangular in shape, it 
forms roughly a square of 85 yards 
by 86 yards, and encloses a beautiful 
formal garden. On three sides the 
building constitutes the court house, 
and on the fourth or west side are the 
quarters of the library, The facade 
of the second floor. is adorned with 
statues, the figures representing 
Science, Agriculture, Art, Navigation, 
Commerce, Industry, Conscience, Elo- 
quence, Will-Force, Study, Authority, 
Humanity, Constancy,and ‘Wisdom. 

The - main 
court are guarded by statues:of Justice 
and. Law, gnd/over the-central gable 
above - tho: main entrance stands a 
flgure of Péace, her hands resting on 
the hill ofa sheathed sword, around 
wh‘ch are swathed scrolls, Just be- 
low, over the corridor, stand two jJlions. 
The statuary, however, is not confined 
to the symbolic. 
honored by busts. 
Grotius, who has deen called (the 
ploneer of international law; — King 
Edward VII, Sir Randall Cremer, and 
William T. Stead, the English writer 
and peace leader who. perished on the 
The bust of. Cremer was 
the gift-of the. International Arbitra- 
tion league, . :

Within all that modern art ‘and skill 
could do te symbolize the purpose of 
the palace has been devoted to the 
decoration.” The grand marble stair- 
case which forms the main entrance is 
illuminated from a group of stained- 
ghass windows, showing Peace shed- 
Ing rays of light on Art and Science, 
Land and Sea, Commerce and Industry; 
while to the left and right are other 
stained-glass windows depicting the 
ancient horrorsof War, and above 
them are companion panels of Terror 
and Death. -, 

The great court is an imposing. hall 
about 74 feet lons by about 40. feet 
in width, and rising to the full height 
of the. palace, It-will aecommodate 
about 300 persons. At the rear, facing 
the bench or presiding oMfcer's- stand, 
is an ‘enormous arched stained-glass 
window, To one.side of it is a draped 
figure of Justi¢e bearing a sword, and 
to the other’ *Truth’ surveying her 
nakedness “in. a mirror. ver the 
throne js a huge’ oil painting, a gift 
of France. To tire. left of the great 
hall are the arched galleries “for the 
use of the public,” The walls are 
paneled with oak and the coiling is of 
embossed oak in. wonderful déesigns,

Apartments for Press. 

Apartments also have een set 
aside for the press, and a complete 
System of vaults and steel lockers for 
the preservation of ‘the records of the 
important congresses which will be 
held in‘the palace. 

The library, which occupies the two 
storeys to the west of the quadrangle, 
consist of a reading room and central 
office and many rooms for study, while 
upstairs are the book compartments in 
steel. 

Many nations have made gifts to the 
palace, one of the most. interesting 
being that of Greece. It is a svhite 
marble copy of the famous throne 
found at Knossos, in Crete, which was 
supposed to have been ‘the throne of 
King Minos, 

Materials Gathered, } 

The building materials of the Peace 
Palace came ‘fromymany countries: The 
brick, which is the chief component, 
came from the famous flelds near Ley- 
den, while the hard white sandstone 
used for trimming is ‘from French 
quarries, and the wood used for floor- 
ing and paneling js largely from 
Austria. The granite constituting: the 
base ‘of the walls was presented. by 
the governments’ of Norway and 
Sweden. The Italian government pre- 
sented the marble which decorates: the 
interior of the corridors, and the grand 
marble staircase is a gift from the city 
of The Hague. The © stained-glass 
Windows are the gifts of the Dutch 
government and Great Brilain, while 
France has sent not only the great 
painting which is the most. striking 
decoration of the great hall, but many 
of the tapestries and minor’ decora- 
tlons, There are vases of precious 
: and 
Austria, and groups of statuary in 
marble and bronze which ornament the 
finst landing of the great staircase are 
the gifts of ‘the United States. The 
beauliful rosewood and ~ satinwood 
paneling of the administrative council 
chamber came from Brazil, and there 
are gifts of silk cartoons and vases 
from, China and Japan. ~ Rare woods 
from. San Salvador are used to lins 
many of the chambers. 

Turkey's gift is a-wonderful-canpet 
Which, as one writer has said, is ‘a 
gift symbolic of his fate, to be trodden 
undér ‘foot of man." The clock in the 
great tower ds Switzerland's. tribute, 
and the beautiful wrought-iron grill 
work. of the main entrance was pre- 
sented by Belgium, © The gift.of Ger- 
many is the great front entrance to the 
ground, consisting of walls and hand- 
some wrought-iron gates.

An interview  withs the Shelk Ul 
Islam, the supreme priest of the 
Mahommedan church, cabled first ty 
New York and then London, in which 
the Shiek pointed out the Mahom- 
medans have polygamy and very ‘little 
immorality, whereas we Europeans 
have monogamy and widespread im- 
morality, wos read with a great deal 
of Interest here, particularly by wo- 
men. It was very widely commented 
upon. 

The young woman-writer who would 
have polygamy says: 

“Tet us approach the problem fear- 
lessly and frankly. ‘The fact {is that 
the present standand of morality  {s 
false and ‘unreal, or that, whilst nature 
produces what {s ultimately a surplus 
of women over men, monogamy is not 
a suitable system for all our people. 

“No system can be sultable svhich 
condemns to death, or mon-lifa, so 
large a portion of the communtty as 
we, the surplus women, form, 

"Monogamy Is mot a sacred Instltn- 
tion, and there Is no real necessity for 
hundreds of thousands, even milions, 
of women to be sacrificed upon its 
altar. Nor would anything of value 
be destroyed by its removal and by the 
selling up of a more sultable moral 
and legal standard, 

“\Ve are told that the 4deal con- 
dilion is one man, one wife. Well, 
whatover alteration takes place, there 
can be nothing to forca.people, if they 
think fit. to preserve that equation so 
far as they themselves’are concerned. 

“But those who adopt that standard 
for themselves have no tight—human 
or divine—io try to Impose {it upon 
others who are able and willing to 
adopt another, especialy when impos- 
ing such a standami ts against mature 
itself and actually condemns « large 
number of human beings who have 
equal rights to themselves to exclu- 
sion from life. 

“T do not believe the diMeulty Hes 
with men. I think that each man deep 
down in his heart admits, if only to 
himsetf, that monogamy {js unmatural 
and has failed. 

“The dGifkety lies with the fortu- 
nately married woman. If she and 
her husband are satisfed with each 
other, then whatever the legal right 
may he, they would never have any- 
one else. Tf they are not satisfied 
with each other, then monogamy. will 
not bind them in fact, 

“When all bachelor women and 
svidaws have the parllamentary vote, 
and their right to assist in the making 
of the nation’s Jaws, one of the first 
changes will be to remove and destroy 
the artifteis] anid arbitrary standard of 
monogamy and to establish polygamy 
as the legal and proper. right and 
custom of advanced peaple |"

CORNWALL SAYS 
THAT EDMONTON 
HAS NEW FELD 


(Continued from Page One.) 


country personally,” said Mr. Corm- 
wall, “before one can realize its im- 
mense agnicultural value. There can 
‘be no doubt that any crop that can be 
raised in ‘Central Alberta can be grown 
equally well, at least as far north as 
the 60th parallel,’ 

In support of his contention, Mr. 
Cornwall cited the splendid samples of 
grain which have been brought to Ed- 
mopton by G. Card; and which were 
grown last year at Fort Simpson, which 
is on the 62nd parallel. 

Tribute to Mr. Card, 

Mr. Cornwall paid a tribute to the 
work done by Mr. Card at Fort Simp- 
son, which, he stated, should have a 
very far reaching effect in demonsirat- 
ing to the. general public the agricul- 
tural possibilities of the far north. 

Mr; Cornwall's panty followed what 
‘is known as ithe circular route, From 
Athabasca Landing ‘they followed the 
courso of the Athabasca, Slave and 
‘Mackenzie rivers, to the Arctic ocean, 
visiting all the #mportant points on 
the route. Crossing the mountains by 
the Yukon watershed, the party re- 
turned by Alaska and the Yukon to 
Vancouver, where the expedition broke 
up. The trip, said Mr. Cormwvall, was 
one of the pleasantest and most pic- 
turesque in the world, and one which, 
with better transportation facilities, 
would prove exceedingly popular with 
tourists. The party were. six weeks 
avithin the Arclle circle, and during 
that time there was almost continuous 
daylight. The cinematograph photo- 
grapher who was with ‘the party, Mr. 
Cornwall stated, secured over 400 feet 
of film of the midnight sun, the pic- 
tures being quite unique. 

In the course of the trip, the party 
coered over 6,000 miles. While in the 
Yukon, Mr. Cornwall met many old- 
time prospectors who prophesied that 
the recent gold strike in the Shushana 
district would prove as important as 
the famous rush to the Klondyke in 
98. Provisions are already at a phe- 
nominally high price in  Shushana, 
flour being worth $150 a sack. With 
people constantly rushing to the dig- 
gings, Mr. Cornwall stated the cost 
of provisions was likely to become al- 
together prohibitive. 

Publicity the Result, 

Referring to the cinematograph 
films taken in the course of the trip, 
and avhtch will be sent aN over the 
avorld by the Essanay company, iby 
whom they are being produced, Mr. 
Cornwall stated ‘that he was very 
sanguine of the results of the publicity 
which would be thus obtained. The 
films, said Mr. Cormwvall, will give the

government,” the Telegraph says that 
it is difoult 40 avold the conclusion 
that President Wilson’s demands bear 
vather hardly on the Huerta govern- 
ment, suggesting that the American an- 
tagonism to Huerta is due to the belief 
that he ts a confirmed enemy to Am- 
erican interests while Madero always 
proclaimed himself a ohampion of

The article proceeds: 

“Nothing could be mpra deplorable 
than the development in this situation 
along the lines of an open feud between 
ithe anti-Huertaist American trade in- 
terests and the pro-Huerta interests 
of other forelgn nations,” 

The Daily Graphlo asks If Secretary 
Bryan regards tie situation as @n-

they should advise all Amerieans in 
their territory to leave Mexico at once, 
going to the nearest seaport where 
ships would be in readiness to take 
them off, 

Most of the Americans who called 
at the consulate are planning to regis- 
ter thelr property and obey Washing- 
ton's injunction, <A few are availing 
themselves of the fund appropriated 
for the refugees. A great many pul 
the cost of transportalion in a second- 
ary place. The great majority of those 
who have been able to arrange their 
affairs have Jalready departed ‘from 
the capital and some from other places, 
Those who remain have for the most 
part interests to leave behind which 
would mean the sacriflee of their only 
means of livelihood, 

The warning has crealed something 
ke consternation on the part of not 
a few Americans, It ‘svill, undoubted- 
ly, however, resull in a new exodus 
and the general delermination is to 
abandon everything they possess in fhe 
belief that their lives are endangered, 
but in what way, they are unadle to 
find a reasonable answer.

Berlin, Aug. 29.—The German cruls- 
er Venela, with a large party of naval 
cadets on board, is to advanse her de- 
parture on her American’ cruise in 
view of the development in Mexico.
